Claims 1,2,4,5 

The inventions of claims 1, 2, 4, 5 do not appear to involve an inventive step based on 
documents 1-5 cited in the ISR. 

Document 1 describes a coated paper for gravure printing comprising a coated layer having an 
adhesive and a pigment on a base paper, wherein kaolin having a particle size distribution such that 
particles with a size in a range of 0.4-4.2 urn take 65% or more, based on the volume standard, is 
contained as the pigment in an amount of 50 parts by weight or more per 100 parts by weight of the 
entire pigment. 

On the other hand, documents 2-5 describe that a hollow organic pigment is present in the 
coating layer. 

A common feature of the invention described in document 1 and the inventions described in 
documents 2-5 is that they relate to coated paper for gravure printing. Therefore, introducing hollow 
organic pigment of the inventions described in documents 2-5 in the coating layer on the coated paper 
for gravure printing of the invention described in document 1 could have been easily made by a person 
skilled in the art. 

Claim 3 

The invention of claim 3 does not appear to involve and inventive step based on documents 1-6 
cited in the ISR. 

Document 6 describes that an amorphous silicate is contained in an amount of 1 wt.% or more 
and 15 wt.% or less, based on the paper weight. Furthermore, Par. No. [0027] of document 6 describes 
that the paper is used as a paper for gravure printing. 

A low density is a common feature of the invention described in document 1 and the invention 
described in document 6. Therefore, using the base paper of the invention described in document 6 in 
the coated paper for gravure printing of the invention described in document 1 could have been readily 
made by a person skilled in the art 
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
